Highlights aud sidelights in the 
life and career of Thaddeus Stevens 
were Interestingly and entertaining­ 
ly discussed by his latest biographer, 
Frederick 
T. 
Woodley, 
Esq.

Bangor, Pa., in an address at a 
men's dinner meeting at the G et­ 
tysburg Presbyterian church. Tues­ 
day evening. 
Seventy-five persons, 
Including a .sprinkling of women 
were in attendance 
Mr. Woodley whose recently-pub­ 
lished biography of Thaddeus Stev­ 
ens Is considered the best and most 
authentic, .said that while he holds 
no defense brief for Stevens docu­ 
m entary records which he uncover­ 
ed clearly show that he was not “as 
black as he was painted" bv con­ 
tem poraries and those who follow­ 
ed him 
"Stevens was victimized by those 
who lived after him,” the speaker 
said. 
Pointing to the role of Stev­ 
ens in tile motion picture. "The 
Birth of A Nation," Mr 
Woodley 
raid the producer took "great lib­ 
e rties’ with the real Stevens in as­ 
cribing 
to 
the 
screen 
character 
many despicable traits 
“ I told Da­ 
vid Wark Grift Ch, tile producer, 
about the liberties he took with 
Stevens, and the movie magnate 
just smiled and said. ‘You must re­ 
member that every picture must 
have a hero and a villain'" 
“An Unusual M an” 
“Stevens was an unusual m an,” 
the speaker continued, “in th at he 
was a virtual dictator, able to ob­ 
tain and hold power.

lieve he war, an obnoxious man to 
•mow and I believe he had very few

genius was his ability to itold his 
followers because he spoke in lan ­ 
guage understandable to all.'’
